The airwaves across many parts of Germany could fall silent next week 
due to a financial dispute between radio stations and an FM 
broadcasting provider. 


The company Media Broadcast announced on Friday that it would cut off 
FM broadcasters for several radio stations if they did not immediately 
fulfil certain payment demands. 


iUp to 10 million radio listeners could be affected by their FM 
broadcaster being cut off from Wednesday onwards,i company head 
Wolfgang Breuer told Die Welt. 


Major public service broadcasters such as MDR, NDR and Deutschlandfunk 
are among those who could be cut off, the newspaper reported. 


The dispute began when Media Broadcast, formerly a subsidiary of 
Deutsche Telekom, decided to move focus away from FM radio and onto 


digital platforms last year. 


The shift meant that broadcasting antennae across Germany, for which 


Media Broadcast had previously been responsible, were sold to private 
investors. 


Broadcasters and their network operators were then left furious when 
many of the new owners raised prices for the use of their antennae, 
leading to a stalemate in business negotiations. 


Hessian broadcaster FFH told dpa that a 50 percent rise in the cost of 
antennae use had left them with a imassive problemi. 


In order to break the stalemate, Media Broadcast recently agreed to 
continue operating all antennae until the end of June, so as to 
provide more time for negotiations. Yet such an arrangement would 
still require the stations to contract the company during that period. 


Media Broadcast now claims that around 75 percent of stations have not 
done this, and has threatened to cut these stations off if they do not 
officially contract the company by Monday. 


Though digital and online streaming radio will still be available, the 
mass cut-off of FM radio broadcasts would affect a huge proportion of 
the population. 


According to Bild, around 92.7 percent of Germans said they still 
preferred listening to radio on an analogue device in a poll last 
year.

than the narrow 2.5 kHz used in Europe. If your transceiver has 
selectable FM filters try using the wider filter.

Comments 

1. Since 2013, DXers have noted the parallel use of 17630 kHz from 
Urumqi and Bamako. This can also be observed in this season. Urumqi is 
on at 1200-1500 h UT and Bamako at 1400-1600. At 1400 h, the double 
occupancy is not noticeable by a stronger signal but by an echo 


effect. At 1457 h, however, you can observe how the stronger signal 
from Urumqi breaks away. Interestingly, the 1500-h-broadcast is 
announced as a repeat broadcast, although it comes in an as-if-live 
format. 


2. In 2016, listening experts also paid attention to the Arabic 
broadcast at 1600 h, because a frequency offset of 15124 kHz was 
observed here. The exact frequency did not make it look like a mistake 
of a wandering station, but the frequency was corrected to 15125 kHz 
in the meantime. Compared to the almost hectic word-oriented English 
programme, the Arabic programme sounds absolutely relaxed. In fact, a 
lot of Arabic pop music is played (Dr Hansjoerg Biener 30 March 
2017)°° (via wb April 7, 2018, ibid.)

Hello and welcome to the April edition of 
Listening Post. One of the great advantages of SDR radios is the 
ability to schedule recordings of segments of the shortwave bands. I 
find that I can easily record a 3 MHz frequency spread for later 
playback. In fact my Elad FDM-S2 has the ability to record up to a 6 
MHz spread, and my SDR Play RSP1 can record up to a 10 MHz spread; 
however, my PC is not able to write that amount of data to the hard 
disk fast enough. I may consider installing an SSD hard disk in future 
to see if that will help. 


When playing back the recording, you have the options of listening to 
any frequency in the bandspread in any mode (e.g. AM, SSB), applying 
different bandwidth filters, changing AGC settings, applying notches, 
etc., as if listening live, and of course stepping back and forward at 
will through the time span. You do need a reasonable amount of disk 
space though: four hours recording at 3 MHz bandspread uses nearly 180 
Gb of disk space. I mostly use SDR Console version 3 software to 
operate both the Elad and the SDR Play SDRs. 


This month, I am going to write up some of what I listened to from a 4 
hour recording from 0000 to 0400 UT on Sunday 11 March using a 
bandspread selection from 5 to 8 MHz. Iim rarely awake during this 
time span, so had no listening iroutinei for this period, although I 
did have a few stations/programmes in mind that I wanted to listen to, 
so I start this account with those. 


I tried The Mighty KBC on 6150 kHz from 0000 to 0200 UT (and one of 
the main reasons that I chose this particular bandspread at this time 
on a Sunday morning). Reception was very poor at 0000, but stepping 
forward I found a sudden improvement of signal at around 0040 to allow 
me to listen with ease to ‘Itis Radio, But Not as We Know It’ with 
Dave Mason. I always enjoy this programme and wish that The Mighty KBC 
had an airing of this during the European daytime. Some wonderful rock 
tracks heard included iWildfloweri by Skylark, iLawyers in Lovei by 
Jackson Browne and a couple of tracks by Blue Oyster Cult: iDon't Fear 
the Reaperi and iThen Came the Last Days of Mayi. 


At 0100 was the incomparable Eric van Willegenis Giant Jukebox. 
Personally, I prefer Dave Masonis more restrained presentation style, 
but Eric always plays a great selection of oldies and includes many 
shout-outs to listeners responding to their letters and emails. I ama 
member of several shortwave-related Facebook groups, and I think that 
this one programme generates more posts, always favourable, than any 
other specific programme that I can think of. On those occasions when 
itis missing, either due to poor propagation or due to changed time or 
frequency (e.g. at seasonal schedule change dates) the number of posts 


lamenting its absence is very noticeable. The programme also includes 
Kraig Kristis interesting Forgotten Song segment; today was Two Hearts 
by Stephanie Mills and Teddy Pendergrass. It was unfortunate that 
reception initially was so poor, but I thoroughly enjoyed the 1 hour 
20 minutes that I did listen to (Alan Roe, Listening Post, April BDXC- 
UK Communication via DXLD)

only. I donit know too much about classical music and generally 
speaking am unable to identify particular works, but that doesnit stop 
me appreciating and enjoying classical music. 


The sad fact is that there is very little classical music broadcast on 
shortwave, and I believe that this is the only opportunity to hear a 
whole hour of a weekly scheduled programme like this. First up was 
Dvorakis Overture In Nature's Realm, op.

The Grand National Assembly of Alba Iulia (central Romania), held on 
December 1, 1918, sealed the union of the provinces of Bessarabia, 
Bukovina, Transylvania, Banat, Crisana, Maramures and Satmar with the 
Kingdom of Romania. December 1 is Romaniais National Day, celebrated 
every year on this day, since 1990. 


On March 27, 1918, the union of Bessarabia with the Kingdom of Romania 
was the first moment in a series of similar acts, completed on 
December 1, 1918 with the union of Transylvania, which sealed the 
creation of Greater Romania. In 1918, new states, among which Greater 
Romania, emerged on the map of Central and Eastern Europe. The new map 
was the result of the rearrangement of political structures based on 
national criteria. National self-determination based on ethnic 
majority was the underlying principle in the process of setting up the 
new state entities, a principle which is still functioning in 
international relations.

Rules of the ''Alba Iulia-the City of the Union'' Contest 
1. Organizer 


The Romanian Broadcasting Corporation, headquartered in 60-64 General 
Berthelot Street, fiscal code RO8296093, organizes a prize winning 
contest titled iAlba Iulia-the City of the Unioni, through Radio 
Romania International (RRI). 


The Organizer reserves the right to change the contest's concept and 
format any time it deems necessary, or to discontinue the contest at 
any moment for its duration, informing the public of the changes 
before they come into effect, by posting them on the website 
www.rri.ro, as well as through announcements on air on Radio Romania 
International. 


2. Running period 


The contest runs between 1 April fA 30 June, 2018, mailing date,

3. Rights and conditions for participation 


The contest is addressed to all individuals who are 18 years of age by 
the date of 1 April 2018. Individuals who do not have the right to 
take part in the contest are employees, contractors of Partners, and 
relatives up to the second degree of individuals working at, or 
collaborating with, the Romanian Broadcasting Corporation. 


4. Concept 


a) The contest runs between 1 April-30 June 2018, held in all of RRI's 
broadcast languages. 


b) One listener or user may win a single prize. 


c) The contest questions will be broadcast periodically on RRI, as 
well as posted on the RRI website, www.rri.ro, and on RRI social 
profiles (Facebook, Google+, LinkedIn).

c) The winners of the Grand Prizes (trips to Romania) will cover their 
foreign travel expenses to and from Romania and, if necessary, the 
cost of the Romanian visa. Prizes consisting of objects shall be sent 
by mail, postage paid by RRI, within the limit of funds allocated from 
the state budget, in the shortest time possible. 


d) Upon reception of the prizes, winners cannot refuse or return the 
package, except for objective reasons, justified in writing, in order 
to avoid generating additional costs for RRI. Refusing or returning 
the prize without a clear justification, accepted in writing by RRI, 
leads to that person being excluded from the list of participants 
eligible for prizes at the following contest organized by RBC through 
RRI.

These NEXUS IRRS programmes are broadcast via TIG (Tsiganeshti), where 
there are three 300 kW transmitters. Radio Romania International only 
uses two TIG transmitters at the same time. Transmission power for 
NEXUS IRRS via TIG is presumably 150 kW (= half-power):

*xk RUSSIA. VOICE OF RUSSIA RETROSPECTIVE 


One of my first QSL cards was from Radio Moscow. It was such an easy 
catch. At the time my only trepidation was should I contact this 
communist country -- the Cold War enemy of the US. This was the 
political climate and rationale of a 13-14 year old American in the 
late 1960s. 


Radio Moscow was widely heard up and down the short-wave dial. 
Throughout the 60s and 70s when I logged Radio Moscow their interval 
tuning signal, iWide Is My Motherlandi, was unmistakable. Later in a 


break with the Soviet era -- around 1993 -- the station was renamed 
The Voice of Russia. The interval changed as well to "Majestic" chorus 
from Pictures at an Exhibition -- "Great Gate of Kiev", composed by 


Modest Mussorgsky. 


Truth be told, I was never a big fan of Radio Moscow's programming, 
but I did occasionally listen to Joe Adamov, who was known for his 


command of American English and good humour. He hosted "Moscow 
Mailbag", which answered (usually American) listeners' questions about 
life in the Soviet Union. Another popular proramme, some years later, 
was "Listenersi Request Club" hosted by prominent radio presenter 
(also with an American inflected accent) and wild man Vasily 
Strelnikov. 


About this same period I had a college course in Semantics. For my 
thesis I analysed the pragmatics behind the programming of Radio 
Moscow and the Voice of America. This project involved recording the 
news, commentaries and feature programmes, all on the same day, from 
these Cold War rivals. The juxtaposition allowed me to comment on 
their respective differences, audiences and perspectives. The end 
project was a 10 or 15 minute recording which I scripted, mixed and 
voiced. It was packaged in such a way that one could easily have 
interpreted the project as propaganda or a medium whereby one could 
influence and/or support the thinking of a particular audience. The 
cassette tape of this over 40 year project may be sitting in storage 
ready to be digitised. 


Around 2010, I tuned the radio to the Voice of Russia -- the first 
time in almost 30 years. Some of the news and commentaries on world 
events had an alternate spin to what the mainstream media often 
reported. Their cultural programmes, however, on Russian literature, 
music, history and tourist attractions was superb, and I did enjoy 
these from time to time. 


Reception was never a problem, as the Voice of Russia transmitted 
their programming from sites around the country and neighbouring 
countries, many of which I received and was fortunate to QSL. Most of 
the QSLs I received until the demise of Voice of Russia in 2014 
featured a series of cards depicting the 50th Anniversary of the 
Soviet Manned Space Missions. 


Elena Osipova, in the Letters Department of the World Service of the 
Voice of Russia, was always good to promptly follow up with email 
promising their QSL. Verifications included transmissions from the 
following transmitter sites:

xx RUSSIA. Khabarovskiy kray -------------------------- The only 
regional radio station "Vostok Russii" from Sunday, April 1, stopped 
broadcasting. The reason is a power outage for debts. The Lessor has 
stopped supplying electricity for debts on payment of rent and utility 
payments. The total debt of the radio station is 2.8 million rubles. 


"Of these, the debt for electricity is 350,000," explained Yevgenia 
Razlataya, general director of Radio Khabarovsk Krai. - We can not 
repay debts before April 15. On March 30, we repaid the debts on 
wages, on April 15 we expect regular receipts for commercial 
contracts. With this amount we can and were going to pay off debts for 
electricity. However, this is only possible if the radio continues to 
operate. Today we met with the landlord, I again assured that the main 
debts will begin to be extinguished from the first subsidy for 
regional radio broadcasting. To which there was an answer: "I do not 
believe". 


For its part, the lessor is ready to connect the electricity supply, 
as soon as Radio Khabarovsk Krai will pay the debt. 


- The last payment from the tenant was received in August 2017. Since 
that time there has been no payment for utility bills, "Ekaterina 
Serikova, director of the GTRK" Dalnevostochnaya ", said on whose 


squares the radio station is located. - We have long believed in the 
letters of guarantee, which we wrote, tried to agree. We have an 
unsuccessful court decision to collect 1.4 million rubles from the 
lessee. At least for electricity, the debt will be covered, and we 
will immediately renew it within three hours from the moment of 
payment. 


It should be noted that the Ministry of Internal Policy and 
Information of the Khabarovsk Territory, in turn, is now carrying out 
the necessary work in order to speed up the provision of the regional 
subsidy. The specific timeframe is still unknown, therefore, it is not 
known when the radio will resume broadcasting.

Communications Commission spokeswoman, told dpa on Wednesday. 


"The radios have been promoting witchcraft. People claimed on these 
radios to cure diseases like AIDS and cancer," she said. "These people 
have been fraudulently getting money from the public," she added. 
"Their operations and licenses have been suspended until they are able 
to assure the commission through writing that they will abide by the 
minimum broadcasting standards," Ankunda said. 


She said that Uganda has 292 radio stations, mostly privately-owned.

*xx UKRAINE. The prosecutor's office of the Kiev region reported on the 
termination of activities that illegally seized the land plot of the 
state enterprise "Radio Transfer Center" with an area of more than 115 
hectares in Brovary and destroyed the strategic equipment there. As 


the regional prosecutor Dmitry Chibisov said at the briefing, the 
equipment allowed to cover 95% of the territory of Ukraine with a 
radio signal. 


As part of the investigation of the criminal scheme, officers of the 
prosecutor's office together with the police detained seven people, 
among them three lawyers, a former a.a. head of the "RRT" concern, ex- 
head of the State Communications Committee of Ukraine, former head of 
the department. Chief of Dergeokokadastra in the Kiev region, former 
arbitration manager and director of the State Enterprise "Radio 
Transfer Center". The value of the appropriated land in the prices of 
2013 amounted to almost 120 million hryvnia. 


As for the state enterprise "Radio Transfer Center", it was unique in 
Ukraine (there were only three such objects in the territory of ex- 
USSR). All detainees are currently informed of suspicion of committing 
a criminal offense under Part 1 of Art. 255 ("The creation of a 
criminal organization"), Part 4 of Art. 28 p. 5 tbsp. 191 ("Possession 
of another's property by the abuse of an official by his official 
position, committed in a particularly large amount as part of a 
criminal organization") of the Criminal Code of Ukraine. 


Now the Shevchenkivskyi district court of Kiev elects detainees a 
preventive measure, and the case will be heard by the court on March 
31, the prosecutor's office said. Recall, previously was exposed by 
the owners of the Odessa company, involved in traffic routing to the 
occupied Luhansk region (Source: Facts and Comments portal).

A month ago, as part of the "Public" reform initiated, the transmitter 
of 1431 kHz was turned off. The new concept of public broadcasting 
does not provide for foreign broadcasting, says the general producer 
of Ukrainian Radio Dmitry Khorkin. In addition, there is no financing 
for the installation. 


"The Verkhovna Rada has not complied with the law on public television 
and radio broadcasting, which was supposed to have a half billion 
hryvnia for the annual budget of the National Statistical Service. And 
instead of 1.5 billion, only 700 million is provided in the budget. 
The transmitter of 1431 kHz duplicated the transmitter for internal 
broadcasting. This transmitter had a power of 500 kW. And any FM 
transmitter is an average of 1-2 kW of power (that is, it's much 
cheaper to service - ed.). This is a huge annual cost for the 
maintenance of these transmitters. We, unfortunately, are forced to 
reduce the network of these transmitters, "Khorkin said.

After D-Day, the North American service SW 
channel had been adjusted to 2880 (GRC) and was used all evening 
during the winter as a supplement to other channels.

xx US A. Greetings, It's been a long time since I updated you on the 
progress with KJES. First a medical update. After many trips to the 
hospital, I can now say that my health allows me to continue the KJES 
project. Just about the time I thought I was in the clear, my wife 
Kathy developed some heart issues, requiring a triple bypass surgery 
on Dec. 1. She has been making remarkable progress. 


The latest is that the radio equipment has now been moved to a secure 
location. I have a site picked out for the transmitters. However I 
have been exploring the possibilities of a self-sustained station. By 


this I mean that New Mexico has some good natural gas reserves. As you 
may know, I ama well driller and have drilled oil, gas, and water 
wells and am very much familiar with what one needs to extract small 
amounts of natural gas from a proven reserve. The search for such a 
reserve has begun. 


Now I know there is no free lunch; however, using this gas would allow 
me to control my costs. An example of this is a fee the electric 
providers charge to electric customers such as myself. It is called a 
demand charge. It is in addition to the energy charge registered on 
your electric meter. A typical charge would be on the order of $10 per 
kilowatt of demand. Since a typical 50 kW transmitter will draw a 
little over 100 kW under normal operations, the demand charge would be 
something like $1,000 added to the bill monthly and this cost goes on 
weather you operate or not. With two 50 kW and a 25 kW transmitter, 
this could be very costly. I want to run 24/7, so those idle hours 
need to be low cost hours. 


My wife likes the idea of getting a packaged gas plant and building 
our own generator sets. I usually build them from used locomotive 
engines. Using a new alternator from the likes of Kato light. The 
switch gear is mostly free for the taking from old small power plants. 
Kathy has said that she will run the power house, allowing me to 
handle programming and the transmitter plant. Make no mistake, she has 
rolled up her sleeves and helped me many times repair a locomotive. 
The lady knows her 2 cycle EMD engine. 


Now I realize this adds another curve to the project. But it puts a 
lid on a big expense. The power plant would be computer run so aside 
from normal day to day maintenance, it will pretty much run itself. I 
have built many of these small power plants; some are manned but most 
run unattended with an operator looking in once or twice a day. With 
two generator sets, they can be set up to switch to the other machine 
should a problem occur. Besides, nothing is more relaxing than 
propping your feet up while sitting in the doorway of the power house 
and watching the engines run. I have had many a nap while doing just 
that. Looking forward to moving forward on this project (Jon Gorski, 
IA, April 10, WORLD OF RADIO 1925, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

COOK ISLANDS (AITUTAKI) ULTRALIGHT DU'S FOR 4-9 


A five day trip to Aitutaki in the Southern Cook Islands kicked off 
this evening after the successful deployment of a 5" TSA-friendly FSL 
antenna and two 7.5" loopstick CC Skywave Ultralight models. As with 
all other of these "Frequent Flyer" FSL models, the antenna breezed 
through TSA screening at three different airports, and is ready to 
provide inductive coupling gain similar to that of a 4' air core box 
loop during this ocean beach trip. 


The first DXing session this evening was primarily designed to check 
out propagation, and conditions within the DU area were phenomenal. A 
7.5" loopstick model alone had an S9 mix of 531-PI and More FM, S9 
Signals from 540-Samoa, 558-Fiji, 630-Cook Islands, 846-Kiribati, 
1017-Tonga and 1098-Marshalls, an S9 Newstalk ZB in the null of 1017- 
Tonga, an S9 Newstalk ZB in the null of 1098-Marshalls, an S9 signal 
from the 1 kW 936-Chinese Voice in Auckland, etc. 


I had planned to set up the 5" FSL this evening but the hot-rodded CC 
Skywave was receiving almost every target station at a huge level, 
making it seem like overkill. The conditions here are like a potent 
mix of Kona, Hawaii Pacific island propagation and Rockwork 4 New 
Zealand propagation (only much better). Really wild performance from 
just a 7.5" loopstick-- more details and MP3's to follow. 


73 and Good DX, (Gary DeBock (DXing in Aitutaki, Cook Islands), 7.5" 
loopstick CC Skywave SSB models (2) + 5 inch "Frequent Flyer" FSL 
antenna, April 9, IRCA via DXLD) 


Gary, That's great news! The 5" FSL overkill! Wow! I am really looking 
forward to what else will come your way in the Cook Is. Thanks for the 
report. 73, (Craig Barnes, Wheat Ridge, CO (then off to Kona on Sat :- 
), ibid.) 


Thanks Craig, The DU propagation here is in a much higher league than 
what we get on the west coast, making the hot-rodded Ultralights 
unusually competitive for long range DX. I'm pretty sure that 531-6DL 
was coming in on the 7.5" loopstick CC Skywave alone at 1635 UTC this 
morning. Unfortunately the weather is nasty with rain and win, and the 
motel nails you $$ for using the Internet. Fortunately the hot-rodded 
Ultralights rock on! (Gary, ibid.) 


The rain and wind were pounding the ocean beach this morning but a 
ruggedly-built 7.5" loopstick CC Skywave SSB model once again provided 
all the sunrise DXing excitement that anyone could hope for. Ocean- 
boosted propagation right next to the surf brought in a lot of weird 
stuff that normally would seem unlikely on a hand-held portable. 


531-6DL was probably the star of the session, shutting down the usual 
More FM/ PI snarl from the "Mother Country" around 1625. The Kiwis 
were once again pounding in during most of the session, with even the 
extremely rare 585-Radio Ngati Porou making an appearance // 603 at 
1612. With 540-2AP not yet signing on Rhema in NZ was ruling the 
roost, and the Kiwi Radio Sport relays on 774 and 792 were sending the 
Aussies to the showers. 936 was all ABC, though, with the awesome 
Sunset Skip signal from 936-Chinese Voice long gone. Despite repeated 
attempts to track down anything north of the Equator only 972-HLCA 
managed to show up-- and it have a pretty potent signal at 1630. Not a 
single Japanese, North Korean or Chinese signal, though. Go figure!

(Tony Ward (VE3NO/ZL1AZV), Enhancing Universal Entropy 
since 1942! Ibid.) 


Hi Tony, Kia Orana! This place is about as different from North 
America as you can get-- hot and humid, wacky rain and windstorms, 
Kiwi dollars and turbo-boosted ocean beach DX! 


990-Fiji Gold was S9.like all the other Pacific island DU's this 
morning, despite using only my hand-held hot-rodded Ultralight -- 

the wildest ocean beach propagation anyone could ever ask for. Wish 
you were here -- the entire place runs on Kiwi dollars -- usually for 


far more than the value of whatever you get as a tourist :-) But the 
ocean beach propagation is worth the cost of an entire trip! 
(Gary, ibid.) 


Way to go, Gary. Nice going on 6DL. Maybe Indonesia and Philippines 
are next? They're not that much different from Western Australia in 
terms of bearing and distance (Bruce Portzer, ibid.) 


Thanks Bruce, I'll give both of them a try. 630-Cook Islands doesn't 
sign off at local midnight any more; it abruptly switches to a 
Newstalk ZB feed at 2358 local time (0958 UT). It apparently runs the 
Newstalk ZB programming all night long, then resumes its local 
programming around 0600 local time (1600 UT). Unfortunately the 
Internet is so slow on this island (and they nail you so many $$ to 
use it) that I can't post an MP3 of it currently (Gary, ibid.) 


Gary, I was going to ask about RCI, too. Perhaps ZB is temporary with 
the cyclone. We're NW of New Zealand and encountering near hurricane 
force winds. With all the movement of my ALA 100 loop, there is an 
introduction of a noise, making DXing more difficult. So far, no sign 
of RCI from here. I, too, remember the expensive cost of internet 
there. We paid NZ$10 for a measly 50 Mb. Ouch! Proves to me, there's 
still a place for radio! 73, (Walt Salmaniw, on an extended cruise, 
0914 UT April 10, ibid.) 


Another sunset skip session brought in almost any desired Kiwi 
station, with the low-powered signals on 549 (Trackside), 828 and 936 
all making extended S9 runs from 0900-1000. Tony Ward's 990-Fiji Gold 
was testing the crunch resistance of my Ultralight, while the Pacific 
Island DU's on 630, 846, 1017 and 1098 all had S9 co-channels from 
A/NZ in their nulls. All the Magic stations on 702-738-891 were easy 
parallels, while the same was true of the NZB stations on 1008-1017- 
1026-1035-1044-1053. For some reason the Kiwi stations are kicking the 
Aussie stations all across the band, even after sunset in NZ is long 
over. There is zero propagation to Asia during this period -- a 
drastic change from December in Kona. 


Lots of overwhelming MP3 links to post, if only the ultra-slow Cook 
Island "Blue Sky" Internet system would cooperate. The going joke 
among both Kiwi and Yankee tourists is that Aitutaki is the ideal 
place to reconnect with your partner -- since Facebook is so slow that 
nobody tries to use it as a substitute for real communication (Gary 
DeBock (DXing in Aitutaki, Cook Islands), 7.5" loopstick, CC Skywave 
SSB Ultralight, 0928 UT April 10, ibid.) 


Kia Orana, Walt! Yes, I heard the cyclone update on Tony Ward's 990- 
Fiji Gold at 0855 tonight -- pretty scary. We are getting pounded by 
heavy rain and wind every day here in Aitutaki, but they say that this 


is normal here for early April. Fortunately the DU propagation has 
been so phenomenal that even a 7.5" loopstick Ultralight provides huge 
signals on almost every target station, even without the 5" TSA- 
friendly FSL. Stay safe! (Gary, ibid.)

Wind and surf were finally calm enough to deploy the 5 inch "Frequent 
Flyer" FSL antenna on its new PVC base (about 1m/ 39 inches high) on 
the ocean edge next to my motel here in Aitutaki. During a sunrise 
session a watch was kept on several "exotic" frequencies such as 594, 
693, 909, 918, 1377 and 1566. In general the ANZ regulars on these 
frequencies were highly reluctant to allow any exotic competition from 
1600-1700 UTC, with the notable exception of 693 just prior to the 
1700 TOH. 


Although 693 had an S9 mix of Radio Sport and an Oz station at 1600 
the Yankee-accented Kiwi station bailed around 1630, leaving the 
commercial OZ station at an S9 level on the frequency. A new exotic 
music co-channel with apparent foreign language showed up around 1645, 
and reached S9 peaks along with the Oz station just prior to the 1700 
TOH. Unfortunately the other frequencies were unproductive, although 
909 and 1377 both had CNR stations at S9+ levels. Wild! 73 and Good 
DX, (Gary DeBock (DXing in Aitutaki, Cook Islands), 7.5" loopstick CC 
Skywave SSB model + 5" TSA-friendly FSL antenna, ibid.) 


Interesting that it’s Kia Ora in New Zealand, but not surprising as 
the Maori from New Zealand came from your region 700 or so years ago! 
We had a wicked night. Our balcony is on the 7th deck, but we were 
still pummelled with salt spray and crazy rolling, and ship shuddering 
all night long. The decks have been closed for 36 hours now, but it 
seems the worst is behind us. I actually felt queasy last night and 
took a Meclazine tab. Fine today, though. I noticed the bands much 
improved this morning now that we're no longer in the shadow of NZ. 
Noise floor looked good, too. Haven't made much headway. Was hoping 
for Norfolk Island on 1566, but so far it’s always 3NE. Man, that 
station gets out. I'd love to see their setup. Has to be something 
special. It’s often the strongest station on the band, and only 5 kw! 
Time for breakfast! Kia Ora! (Walt Salmaniw, 2027 UT April 10, ibid.) 


Norfolk Island on 1566 carries the National Programme overnight. I 
managed it from my brother's cottage on Waiheke Is. (Auckland harbour) 
while there 2 years ago (Perseus/mini-whip, cliff-top takeoff) and 
have noted it fair from the Russell KiwiSDR a number of times. A good 
target for Volodya and a toughie for you, Gary. It may be 100 watts 
now? Back in the day I never heard it in the 60's from Whangaparaoa 
with Lloyd Clayden’s great antenna farm, but it didn’t come on the air 
till 8 am. A classic bucket-case capture indeed. 


Island relays are fun. I have an image taken at Niue in 1980 or so. 
The local announcer on the then 540 AM 250Qw station was finishing the 
live morning program at 9 am, and fiddling with a boom box. At 9 am 
she closed, turned up the volume on the boom box tuned to RNZI on 16m 
SW, and shoved her microphone at the Boom Box, and that was the day's 
entertainment for Nuie. She flashed me the most amazing grin through 
the studio window - Magic memories! Ron, ZL1AMO, and I made 26,500 
contacts in 20 days operating from Niue, Tonga and Western Samoa, but 
that’s another story (and life) altogether. The TH33Jr tri-band beam 
was harder to transport than the Ferrite wonders for certain. Have fun 
out there, guys. Sorry you had to skip the Russell stop, Volodya! 
(Tony Ward (VE3NO/ZL1AZV)

Hi Gary, You're obviously having a blast there on Aitutaki, and 
getting blasted by wind, too! When Rochelle and I went to the Cook 
Islands, it was also during the 2nd week of April. We encountered 
crazy weather too but without the high winds, just moderately windy. 
We'd have torrential downpours for a few minutes, then a parting of 
the clouds and the blazing sun would cause billowing steam to rise 
from the streets and taro fields. After a while we'd be seeking shade, 
and happy when the cloud cover reconvened. This cycle repeated over 
and over every few hours, and for each day of our trip. I only wish we 
had sought out Aitutaki as you have; we stayed on Rarotonga the entire 
time. 


BTW, have you logged Niue yet? I tried every day and evening to hear 
them but without success. Kia Orana, (Guy Atkins, WA, ibid.) 


Tony: You're showing your vintage by referring to "The National 
Programme". That's so "1964", when it wuz launched.? Are you the 
letter-writer to the newspaper in Wellington who listens still to 
2YA?! 


It's long since morphed to the current "R-N-Z National"... not even 
Radio New Zealand National... let alone National Radio, either.? <g> 
Kia ora... or kia orana as a nod to Gary on Aitutaki (Theo Donnelly, 


BC, ex-NZ, ibid.) 


Hi Guy, Yes, the propagation and weather have both been wild and wacky 
in Aitutaki so far. I didn't know Niue had any MW station (the WRTH 
only shows a single FM one). But if it does have anything on MW it 
should be a piece of cake from here (Gary, ibid.) 


Hi Gary, I guess Niue must have ditched their MW station some time 


ago, then! Niue is 670 miles distant from Rarotonga and at the time I 
traveled there (1993) I figured it would be an easy catch. The station 
was called Radio Sunshine and it was on 594 kHz. Unfortunately I 
didn't hear any sign of them despite checking every day and evening. 
BTW, I was staying on the west/southwest side of the island and it 
would have been an all water path to Niue. 


OK, I just did some checking on radioheritage.net, and evidently the 
Niue MW outlet signed off for good in the early 1990s; they may have 
actually been silent already in 1993 when I traveled to Rarotonga. 
73, (Guy Atkins, ibid.) 


Here in Aitutaki I usually have both an evening session (0800-1000) 
and a morning session (1600-1700). The major difference between here 
and Kona (in December) is the complete lack of Asians during the 0800- 
1000 session. I know it's related to the later sunset times in Asia 
this month, but in December the Pacific island DU's were getting 
hammered by overwhelming Asian signals as early as 0830. Only 846, 
1017 and 1098 typically managed to survive the onslaught without 
getting swallowed up. The Asians are showing up from 1600-1700, though 
(Gary DeBock, ibid.) 


Despite the Kiwi-dollar-swallowing Internet rates here I decided to 
upload some priority MP3 links. This is the extremely obscure Radio 
Cook Islands (Rarotonga) with an English ID at 0957, then abruptly 
switching to Newstalk ZB programming at 0958 on April 8th (which 
continued all night long until 0600 local (1600 UT)

Unfortunately the ANZ regulars were smothering all the other "exotic" 
frequencies (with the exception of 909 and 1377, which were being 
smothered by S9+ CNR signals). Wish you both were here! (Gary, ibid.)

How can this little thing be better than your rabbit ears? Especially 
for VHF? Close to a scam, but fine print I suppose has them covered. 
Compare to a paper clip at local range? Anyone know about its 
circuitry?

I doubt it has ANY circuitry. Note in the photo that it attaches to 
the 75 ohm antenna input with no power wires. It is probably a 

simple 1/4 wave piece of wire tuned for the center of the UHF digital 
TV frequencies. Most digital TV is on UHF these days, so in an urban 
area you don't need much of an antenna to get something. 


We are about 20 miles from most of the Detroit metro TV stations and 
I get perfect reception on a run of coax out the house and zip tied 
to a downspout (just for support). The antenna portion is an exposed 
run of about 10" of center conductor at the end of the coax. I get 
all the UHF digital stations (Paul Goelz, ibid.) 


RADIO EQUIPMENT FORUM

RECEIVER REVIEW: C CRANE SKYWAVE SSB --- by John Hammett 


The C Crane company based in Fortuna, California, are well known in 
the USA for their quality portable radios and excellent customer 
service. 


Even though my Tecsun PL-310ET is a nice little radio, I am always 
disappointed with its performance abroad on our holidays in QRM 
riddled hotels. Consequently, after reading numerous reviews, I had 
been toying with the idea of purchasing the original Skywave, they are 
available on eBay from numerous USA sellers for around £85 to £95 plus 
shipping and customs. 


When I saw a new Skywave model was available, now including SSB, I bit 
the bullet and bought one direct from the manufacturer. It arrived 
only about a week after ordering and was extremely well packaged for 
shipping. On opening the box my first reaction was to think it was too 
small to live up to the good reviews, measuring only 37 x 4.757 x 1.17 
(it easily fits inside the footprint of the PL310ET). 


How wrong I was, this is one amazing little radio! It covers 520 to 

1710 kHz on MW and 1711 to 29,999 kHz on SW. Also 76 to 108 MHz FM, 

118 to 137 MHz Air Band and has seven American VHF Weather Emergency 
Channels! 


Itis very easy to operate, and the noise level is much lower than the 
Tecsun. But where the Skywave excels is with its filters, especially 

on SSB, which for a keen MW DXer like myself is crucial. The filters 

on SSB are 4, 3, 2.2, 1.2, 1 & 0.5 kHz. On AM they are 6, 4, 3, 2&1 
kHz. 


On the second evening after it arrived here, I was tuning the Skywave 
on MW downstairs in the lounge where the local QRM is at its worst. To 
my amazement in USB mode I could hear CFRB, Toronto, Ontario on 1010 
kHz at a readable 222 signal, a distance of 3,410 miles from 
Barnstaple, not bad for a 47 ferrite aerial! I could only hear noise 
on the Tecsun. Upstairs in the listening post this little radio is now 
sitting proudly beside the AOR 7030, and is coupled to the Quantum 

QX loop, Iim having some more good results with that combination. My 
normal spare, the CommRadio CR-1A, is now relegated to the bottom 
shelf! 


Also included with the Skywave SSB is an instruction manual, good 
quality C Crane earbuds and a clip-on reel antenna for SW (there isnit 
a jack for a external antenna). The Skywave is powered by 2 x AA 
batteries, which can be recharged in-situ. The SW antenna extends to 


217. 


C Crane operate a 60 day satisfaction return policy and a 12 month 
full guarantee. My only gripe (so far) is the price! The grand total 
was around £131, of which £21 went to HM Customs and £8 to Royal Mail. 
Quality certainly doesnit come cheap (April BDXC-UK Communication via 
DXLD) 


MFJ-1026 NOISE CANCELLER 


Dennis Allen recently mentioned problems with RFI, which plagues us 
all in urban environments. For many years now, I have been using a 
MFJ-1026 Noise Canceller, which goes a very long way in reducing or 
even eliminating man made RFI and other local sources of QRM. This is 
truly a hobby saving piece of gear, which allows me to deal with a lot 
of local source urban RFI, and hear the signals underneath. You need 
two aerials, one, your main aerial and the second, a receiving aerial 
that needs to hear the local source RFI. It takes a bit of learning 
and practise to drive it properly, but once you do, it will keep you 
at the radio and not be driven away by RFI. If you have RFI problems, 
I canit recommend it enough.

PORTABLE SHORTWAVE RADIO FOR CONDO USE 


Greetings, I am hoping you can give me a recommendation on a portable 
shortwave radio. I live in a condo so it would be difficult to put up 
external antenna. Is there a portable radio that has a good enough 
portable antenna to be able to pick up distant and exotic stations 
like tropical band (for example) without requiring an external 
antenna? Any help you could give me would be much appreciated. Thanks 
(Matthew Wall, Sent from Yahoo Mail on Android, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


I can’t recommend specific radios, but I can make some general 
comments: 


A lot depends on the construxion of your condo. If it probably has 
steel beams these will block a lot of signals inside. If it is more 
wood-frame, you will have a much better chance. Then there are 
problems of interference/noise from other devices in your condo and 
your neighbors. 


A wire *‘external’* antenna strung inside around your ceiling, close 
to the windows, would likely be an improvement over a radio's 
telescopic. 


Some people install ‘stealth’ outside antennas, such as very fine 
wire, hidden in some way or other. Or even put them out at night and 
take them in, daytime. 


There are also expensive amplified antennas such as the Wellbrook 
loops, which can be employed inside or outside (but better outside to 
get away from noise sources or construxion attenuation) .

TREVOR GRAHAM BAYLIS CBE ~ 13 MAY 1937- 5 MARCH 2018 


Trevor Baylis, famous for inventing the iWind Up Radioi, died on 5th 
March aged 80 at his home on Eel Pie Island in Twickenham. He built 
his home on the island in 1971 along with his chaotic workshop where 
he worked on his prototype clockwork radio in the early 1990s. (Eel 
Pie Island is in BDXCis original home town and is situated in the 
River Thames, opposite the venue of many recent BDXC summer 
gatherings) . 


At age 15, Trevor Baylis left school with no qualifications but swam 
for Great Britain [??]. After National Service he had a varied career 
including jobs as a stuntman and swimming pool salesman. He began 
developing products to help disabled people in 1984 and in 1991 he 
began work on his clockwork radio after watching a documentary on AIDS 
in Africa which highlighted the value of educational radio programmes 
in tackling the spread of HIV. 


His idea was to make an inexpensive radio set that did not rely on 
mains electricity or battery power. His first prototype used a hand 
crank, a spring and an electric motor to power a radio. His first 
effort powered the radio for 14 minutes from a two-minute wind. After 
appearing on BBC TVis iTomorrowis Worldi in 1994 he found backers and 
in 1995, after some technical development by Bristol University, 
Baygen Power Industries put the radio into production in South Africa 
in a factory employing disabled workers. 


In 1996 his work and the radio featured in a QED TV documentary and he 
met the Queen and Nelson Mandela at a state banquet. The original 1995 
Baygen Freeplay (FPR1) radio is considered iconic enough to appear in 
Londonis Science Museum. It covers MW, FM and shortwave and ran for 30 
minutes after 20 seconds of cranking. 


A smaller, lighter version of the Freeplay radio for the Western 
market (FPR2) started production in 1997 (see photo above). Made in 


various colours (including a transparent version), the new model ran 
for up to an hour on just 20 seconds winding up time. 


In 1997 Trevor Baylis was awarded an OBE and appeared on iThis is Your 
Lifei. But despite the success of his radios which sold in millions, 
plus other products employing similar technology, Trevor Baylis lost 
control of the products due to quirks of the patent law and reaped 
little of the profits they generated. Despite many honorary degrees 
and awards and being made a CBE in 2014, in recent years he was 
surviving on fees from after-dinner speaking and still living in his 
one-bedroom house on Eel Pie Island (Source? via Alan Pennington, 
April BDXC-UK Communication via DXLD) obit 


DXING FROM AIRPLANES 


I'm flying in a few months to Toronto on Air Canada and was thinking 
if listening to Sony 7600GR would be allowed aboard. Does anyone have 
any information to provide? Thanks (Eduardo Peralta, Argentina, WOR 
iog via DXLD) 


I don't know the answer to your question, but here are some 
instructions on how to modify a basic AM/FM radio to listen to the 
pilot's communication.

If you are allowed to use the radio on board, I would have low 
expectations. Reception inside of a metal tube is going to be low if 
not non-existent. I do a fair amount of radio listening on board 
Amtrak and have very little luck with MW or SW, except for very strong 
stations. Also space will be limited so I wouldn't count on being able 
to extend the antenna on board. --- But on a more positive note, Air 
Canada has a lot of flights with on-board wi-fi, so it might be a good 
time to listen to some websdr's.

If you have a window seat and a decent portable FM with a telescopic 
antenna, you should be able to hear almost line-of-sight stations out 
to hundreds of km, as some have reported. In congested areas such as 
Argentina, Brasil, North America, a band full of too many stations 
competing. Whether this is permitted on your flight is quite another 
matter. Allegedly, tuning FM band +10.7 MHz IF can interfere with 
aircraft reception of navaids above 108 MHz. 73, (Glenn Hauser, ibid.)

Re: LOCATION, LOCATION, LOCATION 


Interesting topic! It's one that I should know more about. 


I have a few assumptions that I'd like to verify with those here who 
know more than I. Please let me know if I'm correct or not: 


1. Reception paths over mostly water happen because the signal can 
bounce between the earth's surface and the reflective layer in the sky 
with less signal loss than if that same path were over land. 


2. Since a water path is better, signals from further away can come in 
with fewer bounces, at a lower angle of reception. 


3. The number of bounces (hops) a signal must make is important, 
because the "ground bounce" is where most of the energy is lost. 


4. The conductivity/reflectivity (are those the same?) of the ground 
between transmitter and receiver makes a difference. If so, does 
"location, location, location" come into play when talking about some 
areas along that path having greater conductivity than others? In 
other words, if there is a large body of water half-way between the 
transmitter and my antenna, would that have a higher tendency to 
increase the signal level than if that body of water were a lot closer 
to the transmitter than to myself (or a lot closer to myself than the 
transmitter)? I guess the answer would be "that depends"... on how 
many hops we're talking about, the angle of the hop, etc. 


5. The conductivity/reflectivity of the ground under the antenna makes 
a difference. 


I guess I'm one of those hobbyists who doesn't understand the "how" 
and "why" as much as I'd like, even though I've been listening to 
AM/FM/Shortwave since the 70s.

Yes 


Yes in a sense. The lower loss on a water path results in better 
signals, and can enable more distant receptions with lower arrival 
angles. Fewer bounces is more of a by-product in my mind. 


Yes. That's why it's more difficult to hear WC AM's from the EC 
even though the distance is less than it is to hear TA's or TP's. But 
more QRM co- and adjacent channel plays a big role also. 


Conductivity is important at both the transmitter and receiver, 
but it isn't the same as reflectivity. So yes, ‘that depends' would 


apply. In an ideal hypothetical situation that lake would improve your 
chances but it'd better be larger than just a pond, and it would need 
to be at or near the midpoint between the transmitter and receiver. 


As I noted above, the conductivity does matter. Reflectivity is 
more important at the bounce point where the signal comes back to 
earth. Water reflects whereas earth tends to absorb. There's really 
not much research I'm aware of about the conductivity at the 
reflection point because of the variability of the bounce points in 
the ionosphere which make actually determining the bounce points on 
earth almost impossible. That's why we can draw conclusions about 
large bodies of water because one point is pretty much the same as 
another (Russ Edmunds, WB2BJH, Blue Bell, PA, Grid FN20id, ibid.) 


I'd imagine the conductivity was pretty poor in Alaska, but I did 
fantastically well with AM there because of water paths and ZERO 
operating AM stations within about 250 miles of me. I heard a 1 kW AM 
from Eureka, CA a few times and several lower powered stations that 
others didn’t hear at all, I could hear somewhat well (Paul B Walker 
Jr., ibid.) 


So I guess there is some random luck involved as to where you are 
located in relation to where the signal bounces downward? My best over 
water DX was a 1 kW from Florida (Jim in Springfield MA, ibid.) 


Luck to some degree, but predictable to some degree as well. From any 
given receiving locations you can map out where your most likely water 
paths will be, and where the bounce points over water will be. 


But that's only true up to a certain distance as once you start 
getting into multiple hop, other factors are involved, such as the 
height of the layer of the ionosphere in question (Russ Edmunds, 
ibid.) 


To elaborate a bit, the E layer of the ionosphere is largely 
responsible for VHF (broadcast FM, TV and amateur radio) reflection at 
distance. This layer is found between 90 and 150 km (56-93 mi). This 
is also the layer which, during periods of high auroral activity 
contributes to sporadic E receptions on AM. 


The F layer (150-500 km; 93-310 mi) is responsible for nighttime AM 
reflection. With that large a range of potential reflection point 
heights, it is very difficult to pin down where a signal bounces on 
the earth's surface, and also whether it's single, double or multi- 
hop. Therefore if I hear a TA signal from a transmitter near the 
European coast, and I'm located near the NA EC, I know that any bounce 
point on the earth's surface for that signal path will be over the 
Atlantic (Russ Edmunds, WB2BJH, Blue Bell, PA, Grid FN20id ibid.) 


Another element in the equation is that TA or TP signals are greatly 
enhanced when the receiving location is at the shore.. A signal which 
is readable on a car radio or portable diminishes quickly as the 
distance to the shore increases. This is presumed to be due to the 
enhanced ground conductivity (Russ Edmunds, WB2BJH, Blue Bell, PA, 
April 9, ibid.) 
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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 02 - 08 April 2018 


Solar activity was at very low levels throughout the period with 
only a few low level B-class flare observed on 03 Apr from Region 
2703 (S08, L=193, class/area Axx/010 on 31 Mar). No Earth-directed 
coronal mass ejections were observed. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit reached 
high levels on 02-04 Apr and at moderate levels on 05-08 Apr. The 
largest flux of the period was 2,150 pfu observed at 02/1915 UTC. 


Geomagnetic field activity was mostly quiet with unsettled periods 
observed on 05 Apr. Solar wind speed began the period slightly 
enhanced near 470 km/s with total field around 4-5 nT. Solar wind 
speed declined to near 320 km/s by 04 April before increasing 
briefly to near 450 km/s by late on 05 Apr. Total field increased to 
a maximum of 9 nT at 05/2130 UTC. By 07 Apr, solar wind speed had 
decreased to 330-380 km/s while the total field decreased to 5 nT or 
less. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 09 APRIL - 05 MAY 2018 


Solar activity is expected to be at very low levels throughout the 
forecast period. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to reach high levels on 12-30 Apr due to recurrent coronal 


hole high speed stream (CH HSS) influence. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at unsettled to active 
levels on 10-16 Apr and again from 19-23 Apr with G1 (minor) stoxm 
levels likely on 10-11 Apr due to recurrent CH HSS effects.
